Our  course  in  Vedicine  is  suite  rigid.  ,Ve  reauire  full 
matriculation  i  nc  1  ud  1  ng  History,  Vat  hematics,  and  any  two  of 

tne  following:  Greek,  German,  French,  Fx ceri mental  Science,  followed  by  five 
years  of  tne  study  of  Vedicine.  For  the  first  two  years  Drotatly  credit 
would  be  given  for  subjects  in  the  medical  course,  rroviaed  they  nad  been 
studied  in  a  school  or  university  ct  nigh  rank.  The  Faculty  of  Vedicine 
always  decides  the  matters  of  eauivalence,  and  I  could  give  no  definite 
information  on  that  DOint. 

If  you  were  to  come  to  us  undoubtedly  your  best  way 
would  be  to  pass  the  rratr i  culation  ,  which  you  could  probably  do  without 
much  trouble  and  then  take  the  full  course  in  Vedicine.  Several  West 
Indians  have  done  this:,  and  some  of  them  nave  passed  with  great  credit. 

I  am  sorry,  however,  that  I  cannot  cron ise  that  you  would  have  much  chance 
of  being  able  to  work  your  way  through  while  taking  your  medical  course. 

Some  nave  been  able  to  do  this.,  tut  our  arrangements  in  the  Dining  Hall  are 
not  such  that  I  think  you  could  reaaily  do  work  cf  that  kind.
